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FOREWORD 


OUR  AIM  HAS  BEEN  TO  RECORD  THE 
ACHIEVEMENTS  OF  THE  CLASS  AND

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HISTORY  OF 
LIMA  HIGH  SCHOOL 


HE  first  exponent  of  higher  education  in  the  city  of  Lima  was  Dr. 
D.  W.  Littlefiekl,  who,  in  1856  planned  the  organization  of  a 
Union  School.  The  people  of  the  city,  however,  were  not  witli 
him  on  the  proposition,  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  in 
1857  he  was  aide  to  estahlish  his  school. 

After  three  years  as  superintendent,  the  doctor  resigned,  his 
place  being  filled  by  Win.  A.  Shaw.  The  course  of  study,  which 
originally  included  mathematics,  science  and  classics,  he  changed 
so  that  it  required  four  years'  training  to  graduate. 
Mr.  Shaw  was  succeeded  by  John  Hanson,  who,  with  Miss  Ella  Car- 
penter, conducted  the  school  for  the  following  six  years.  It  was  during  this 
period  that  the  first  commencement  exercises  were  held.  The  graduating 
class  of  four,  which  in  its  Freshman  year  numbered  twenty-five,  were  given 
diplomas,  in  the  Lima  Trust  Building,  on  the  Public  Square. 

In  1868,  a  much  wider  range  of  studies  was  offered  by  W.  E.  Crosby, 
the  new  superintendent.  Greek  was  introduced,  and  the  arts  were  taught  at 
extra  cost  to  the  student.  This  development  of  the  school  continued  through 
the  next  fifteen  years.     G.  W.  Walker  was  Mr.  Crosby's  successor. 

In  1898,  the  student  body  of  the  school  was  greatly  increased,  due  to 
the  oil  boom  in  the  surrounding  territory,  and  the  enrollment  in  the  classes, 
which  were  held  in  the  old  East  Building,  numbered  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
four.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the  building  was  demolished  by  a  wind-storm, 
and  the  school  was  temporarily  located  at  the  new  College,  on  North  Jame- 
son, and  later  in  the  Holland  Block,  on  North  Main  street. 

Prof.  John  Davison  took  charge  of  affairs  in  the  newly  completed 
building  on  West  High  Street,  in  1905.  The  site  is  the  same  as  at  present, 
although  the  building  would  be  scarcely  recognized  to  an  "old-timer."  Ex- 
tensions were  built,  which  included  a  forge  room,  industrial,  science,  and 
domestic  art  departments,  and  modern  equipment  furnished.  Mr.  Steffens, 
principal  of  the  Lligh  School  at  that  time,  is  largely  responsible  for  making 
the  school  what  it  is  at  present. 

Mr.  Schweikart  started  the  term  of  19 15-16  as  principal,  along  with  the 
new  school  superintendent,  Prof.  Collins.  He  was  obliged  to  leave  in  the 
middle  of  the  school  year,  on  account  of  ill  health,  his  place  being  ably  filled 
In'  A.  E.  Moody,  who  continued  in  the  office  through  the  following  term. 

The  closing  school  year  has  been  an  eventful  one.  for  Mr.  Collins,  and 
our  principal,  Mr.  R.  E.  Offenhauer,  have  literally  made  things  hum.  The 
school  system  has  been  reorganized,  the  6-6  plan  being  established,  and  the 
original  site  of  Central  High  and  Franklin  Grade  School  is  now  covered  with 
a  monstrous  structure,  accommodating  fourteen  hundred  students.  A  new 
gym,  a  cafeteria,  and  an  auditorium  are  some  of  the  additions  which  have 
been  made.  Moreover,  a  new  South  High  is  now  in  use,  the  magnificent 
building  being  a  most  complete  and  modern  structure. 

Truly,  opportunity  is  now  offered  for  a  real  high  school  education.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS 


OF  NINETEEN  HUNDRED  AND  NINETEEN 
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'I Was  long  ago,  way  hack  in  the  year  [915,  that  cur  class  first  entered 
the  portals  of  Lima  High  School.  And  truly  it  was  not  even  the  Class,  unless 
we  would  term  as  such  the  straggling  group  of  would-be  students  who  were 
then  to  he  seen.  Truly  not  an  enlightened  looking  sample  of  humanity,  was 
thai  member  of  '19  who  presented  himself  on  the  first  morning,  hut,  as  is  said 
with  beauty,  that  it  is  shallow,  so  may  we  also  say  of  that  quality  so  predom- 
inate at  that  time.  For  behind  that  face,  in  that  ever  active  brain,  was  the 
desire  and  ambition  to  do.

1 1  was  nol  long  in  fact,  only  until  September  [6th  of  that  year,  that  the 
group  was  unorganized.  At  this,  our  initial  meeting.  Beach  \brams  was 
chosen  to  the  office  of  president,  and  plans  were  outlined  for  the  year.  Thus. 
in  starting  things  smoothly  moving,  we  sailed  safely  past  our  first  rocks,  and 
success  was  assured.     \ud  the  class  was  nol  "dead"  in  spirit,  as  is  usually  the 
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case  during  the  first  year.  The  beginning  of  its  existence  was  marked  bv  thai 
determination  to  Do,  and  things  were  Done!  A  literary  society  was  formed, 
and  with  the  aid  of  Miss  Caroline  Retelsdorf,  then  a  member  of  the  school 
faculty,  it  grew  into  full  club-hood.  A  football  team  was  launched,  at  a  sec- 
ond meeting,  and  it  was  only  because  of  the  lack  of  opponents  that  it  was  dis- 
banded. The  class  was  represented  fully  in  all  sports,  and  our  men  were  very 
promising  material.  The  May  edition  of  the  School  Mirror  was  put  out  by 
Lawrence  Allen,  editor,  and  Robert  Young,  business  manager,  and  was  well 
up  to  the  mark  set  by  the  previous  editions  of  that  year.  A  sensation  was 
created  by  the  dramatizing  of  Dicken's  ''Christmas  Carol.-' 

And  so,  the  first  year  ended,  and  the  chiss  successful  in  every  way,  felt

that  it  had  done  well.  But  not  too  well — that,  we  knew  was  impossible;  we 
merely  set  our  goal  above  the  highest  peak  attainable,  and  strove  to  gain  it.

The  second  period  was  begun.  And  with  no  loss  of  that  charactertistic 
"pep" — rather  again.  Headed  by  Merle  Furman,  our  newly-elected  president, 
we  went  out  for  every  trophy.  Our  class  was  represented  in  all  activities  oi  the 
school.     We  had  influential  members  in   the   Literary  Societies  and   the   Sin 
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dents'  Club.  Our  representatives  in  the  Dramatic  Societies  ranked  with  the 
best.  We  had  men  from  our  class  taking'  part  in  all  athletics,  having  men  on 
not  one,  but  on  all  the  teams.  In  class  athletics  a  hue  showing-  was  made,  and 
the  season  closed  with  '19  holding  the  Basketball  Championship.  Again,  in 
April,  the  Class  Editor,  John  Lynch,  and  Business  Manager,  Gilbert  I  looks 
had  charge  of  a  Mirror  that  was  a  sensation,  and  of  which  the  class  was  justly 
proud,  as  it  viewed  the  results  of  its  handiwork. 

Another  year  closed  successfully.  Apprehension  was  in  the  hearts  of 
many.  It  was  generally  felt,  both  by  our  members  of  '19  and  by  the  other 
classes  of  the  school,  that  such  triumph  could  not,  and  would  not  last;  that  the 
class  was  due  for  a  "slump"  in  spirit.  And  such  had  always  been  the  case  in 
former  years — success  did  not  last.      Should  it  be  so  with  our  class  '19? 

Time  alone  would  tell. 


JUNIOR    OFFICERS 


'Twas  but  a  short  time  'till  school  duties  again  were  shouldered.  The 
class,  at  its  annual  election,  chose  Charles  Cory  as  president  for  the  junior 
year — the  most  important  of  its  school  life.  Ruthela  Treble  was  elected  vice 
president;  Earl  Phillips,  secretary;  Walter  Xungester,  treasurer,  and  John 
Lynch  and  Gilbert  Hooks  as  Mirror  officers. 

We  had  absolutely  forgotten  the  forebodings  of  the  previous  year  an  1 
we  progressed  as  usual.  Again,  we  were  not  only  represented  in  everything, 
but  were  the  leaders.  Societies — why,  we  were  the  societies!  Our  class  put 
on  the  play  "It  Pays  to  Advertise,"  which  was  considered  by  all  to  he  the  best 
of  the  season.  Athletic  teams — our  men  were  the  team — letter  men  in  all 
divisions,  and  highly  successful  players  they  were.  A  Mirror  was  published 
in  March,  and  accepted  by  all  as  a  first  class  edition. 
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So,  instead  of  the  predicted  slump  our  year  was  just  the  opposite.  We 
steadily  rose,  instead  of  taking  the  anticipated  downward  trail.  The  climax 
came  with  the  Junior  reception,  in  June,  given  in  honor  of  the  graduating 
class.     A  great  affair,  and  a  fine  wind-up  for  a  fine  year. 

And  then  came  the  last,  the  closing  episode  of  our  school  career.  The 
senior  year  opened  with  a  rush,  and  the  pace  set  by  the  class,  in  the  past, 
was  kept  up.  President  Cory,  with  his  officers,  have  represented  the  class, 
and,  with  memhers  have  been  the  leading  lights  in  all  school  organizations; 
the  Senate,  presided  over  by  a  senior,  and  with  many  senior  memhers,  the 
Troubadourian,  with  memhers  of  the  same  class  as  its  greatest  stars ;  the 
Welfare  League,  headed  by  a  senior;  the  musical  organizations — all  show 
the  results  of  this  leadership.  The  senior  play,  "The  Lion  and  the  Mouse," 
was  a  repetition  of  the  success  of  our  former  dramas.

The  class 
of  '20  showed  some  real  spirit  as  was  shown  by  their  support  of  our  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  teams. 

September,  1917,  saw  new  officers  elected.  Louis  Edwards  was  chosen 
president,  Betty  Moulton,  vice  president  and  Brice  Keating,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  Anna  Bradley  was  elected  editor  of  Mirror,  while  Frank  Griffin 
was  again  on  the  job  as  business  manager.  This  year  the  class  suffered  a 
relapse  in  spirit  and  not  until  basketball  season  were  they  sufficiently  enough 
renewed  to  cop  the  class  basketball  championship.  In  the  war  work,  how- 
ever, the  class  of  '20  desires  especial  commendation.  The  class  of  '20  not  only 
gave  more  money  toward  the  purchase  of  a  Liberty  Bond  than  did  any 
other  class,  but  also  led  the  school  in  the  purchase  of  War  Savings  Stamps 
per  capita.  The  Sophomore  Mirror  published  in  April  was  an  exceptionally 
fine  publication  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  staff. 

In  the  fall  of  19 18,  Louis  Edwards  was  again  chosen  as  president  of  the 
class  of  '20;  Anna  Bradley  received  the  vice  presidency,  while  Josephine 
Purtscher  was  elected  secretary  and  treasurer.  Paul  Schnorf  was  editor  of 
the  Mirror  and  Frank  Griffin  business  manager.  President  Edwards,  with 
the  following  committee,  consisting  of  Anna  Bradley,  Beatrice  Renz,  Eugene 
Connei  and  Adrian  Hurst,  selected  a  very  beautiful  class  pin  and  many 
Juniors  were  soon  seen  bedecked  with  them. 

About  the  middle  of  the  school  year  Adrian  Hurst  was  elected  as  editor 
of  the  Mirror  to  succeed  Paul  Schnorf,  who  left  school.  With  the  help  of 
his  staff  the  former  was  able  to  produce  a  Mirror  which  compared  favorably 
with  any  of  the  previous  editions  of  the  year.  The  class  of  '20  is  very  proud 
of  her  two  letter  men  in  athletics.  William  Porter  receives  the  coveted  "L" 
in  football,  while  Louis  Edwards  receives  his  in  basketball. 

This  boat  launchd  in  1916,  is  still  sailing  onward,  but  it  is  not  manned 
with  its  original  crew,  we  are  sorry  to  say.  Many  have  been  lost,  we  know 
not  where;  but  those  left  represent  the  "class"  and  any  deeds — good  or  bad- 
done  by  these  members  will  go  down  in  history  as  an  example  oi  the  "Class 
of  '20."  Now,  Juniors,  we  have  made  a  good  reputation  in  Lima  High 
and  in  our  final  year  at  the  grand  old  school,  let  us  do  things — big  things  that 
will  be  remembered  by  the  future  classes  to  come.

THE  SENATE 


The  Senate  of  Lima  High  School,  although  the  only  debating-  society  of 
the  school,  is  more  than  that.  It  is  the  only  organization  of  its  kind  in  the 
history  of  the  school,  and  its  position  is  rather  unique. 

The  Senate  was  organized  in  1916,  with  George  Coe,  '16;  Robert  Doug- 
las, '16.  and  Jos.  Bernstein,  '18,  as  the  leading  spirits.  It  is  directly  modeled 
after  the  United  States  Senate,  each  member  being  styled  a  Senator  and 
having  a  state  to  represent.  The  law  of  this  society  is  its  constitution,  based 
on  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  debates  are  on  bills,  intro- 
duced by  the  several  senators.  Besides  debates  and  oratory,  the  Senators 
obtain  a  good  working  knowledge  of  parliamentary  practice,  procedure  and 
law. 

Membership  in  the  Senate  is  open  to  boys  of  all  four  high  school  classes, 
and  may  be  obtained  only  through  application.  The  maximum  membership 
is  48. 

The  business  of  the  Senate  is  conducted  through  a  system  of  five  stand- 
ing committees.  Officers  and  committees  are  elected  at  the  end  of  each 
session  for  the  succeeding  session.     A  school  year  is  made  up  of  two  sessions. 

The  past  year,  however,  has  consisted  of  only  one  session,  as  it  was 
rather  lite  when  the  Senate  became  re-organized.  Under  the  presidency  of 
Earl  Phillips  great  progress  was  made.  A  membership  campaign  resulted 
in  the  maximum  number  of  Senators  being  elected  for  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Senate.  Much  practice  in  debate  and  parliamentary  law  was  ob- 
tained. 1/v  the  members,  all  of  whom  showed  an  active  interest  in  the  Senate. 
Owing  ti  tin'  stale  of  affairs  in  public  life,  both  national  and  international, 
it  was  possible  to  keep  a  series  of  live,  interesting  questions  before  the  Senate. 

To  Mr.  \V.  E.  Binkley,  who  has  been  a  critic  of  the  Senate  since  its 
COncptioil,  the  Senate  is  greatly  in  debt.      Mr.   Binkley  has  been  unceasing  in

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FOOTBALL 


Against  the  handicap  of  no  coach  for  nearly  a  month,  threatened  by  the 
prevailing  epidemic  of  influenza,  and  despite  the  loss  of  five  weeks  of  school 
and  practice,  Lima  High  gained  an  enviable  record,  going  through  the  season 
without  losing  a  game — the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

When  school  started  last  September,  the  sole  topic  of  conversation  among 
gridiron  fans  was  the  need  of  a  coach.  Mr.  Thorn,  who  had  coached  last 
year's  championship  basketball  team,  and  managed  spring  football  practice, 
was  not  engaged  and  we  had  no  substitute. 

Captain  Sakemiller,  however,  called  practice  and  about  40  answered  the 
first  night.  This  number  dwindled  to  about  half  in  a  week,  and  this  was 
another  thing  with  which  Lima  High  had  to  contend,  for  sometimes  it  was 
impossible  to  form  two  teams. 

One  night  a  man  on  his  way  home  from  work  stopped  and  gave  the 
boys  a  few  pointers.  Night  after  night  he  did  this,  for  he  was  a  true  friend 
to  all  the  boys  and  interested  in  athletics,  especially  football.  They  finally 
came  to  depend  on  him  and  he,  in  turn,  spent  an  increasing  amount  of  time 
with  them.  This  true  friend  and  splendid  coach  was  Mr.  Swisher,  or  "Swish," 
as  he  was  called.  He  whipped  a  splendid  team  into  shape  and  was  rewarded 
by  the  way  they  fought  and  won  every  game. 

On    September   28,   the   heavy,   powerful    Delaware   eleven   playe  1   here. 
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The  Southern  Ohio  bunch  were  all  lighters,  and  it  speaks  well  for  Lima  Hi 
when  we  say  that  the}-  went  home  with  the  small  end  of  a  14-12  sccore.  The 
game  was  a  must  exciting  one,  Delaware  having-  the  ball  on  our  two  yard  line 
when  the  final  whistle  blew. 

Another  game  at  home  on  October  5  ended  with  an  82-0  victory  over 
Defiance,  who  had  won  over  us  last  year.    A  very  one-sided  game. 

Then  the  "flu"  flew  into  Lima,  and  with  it  came  a  cessation  of  football 
activity.  Scott  High,  Toledo;  Van  Wert,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  were  the 
next  four  games  on  our  splendid  schedule,  hut  all  had  to  he  cancelled.  This 
was  a  hard  blow  and  nearly  killed  the  rest  of  the  season,  as  far  as  Lima  Hi 

On  the  resumption  of  the  game  we  journeyed  to  Springfield  and  after 
was  concerned.

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BASKETBALL 


When  our  championship  foothall  season  closed  the  interest  of  all  students 
in  both  High  Schools  centered  on  the  basketball  outlook.  Captain  Robert 
Young  and  Coach  Robert  Thorn,  after  looking  over  the  squad  of  about  forty 
huskies  who  answered  the  first  call,  stated  that  everything  looked  bright  for 
Lima  High. 

Although  practice  started  in  the  auditorium,  it  was  only  a  few  weeks 
until  we  were  able  to  move  into  our  new  gymnasium.  This  was  a  distinct 
advantage  for  the  team,  and  greatly  appreciated  by  them.  Jt  will  also  make 
a  very  favorable  impression  on  visiting  teams  who  will  have  better  accommo- 
dation than  ever  afforded  them  before  in  Lima. 

Mr.  Conser,  who  is  now  principal  of  South  High,  is  still  faculty  man- 
ager of  athletics  and  he  had  an  interesting  schedule  arranged  for  the  team. 
After  our  first  game  with  Ada,  which  resulted  in  a  40-12  victory  for  us.  wc 
had  a  rest  of  about  three  weeks.  Then  our  real  reason  opened  and  it  proved 
the  stiffest  Lima  High  had  encountered  for  several  years. 

On  January  10,  we  journeyed  to  Dayton  and  played  Stivers  High  School. 
This  was  a  disappointing  affair,  as  Stivers'  rough  and  tumble  tactics  allowed 
them  to  literally  tramp  all  over  Lima,  to  the  score  of  3  J -6.  Our  first  game 
in  our  new  gymnasium  was  played  the  following  Friday  with  our  ancient 
enemy,  Fostcria.  This  proved  one  of  the  most  exciting,  fastest  games  ever 
seen  in  Lima,  but  we  finally  nosed  out  on  top  24-23. 

On  January  24,  when  Waite  High  came  to  Lima,  an  unprecedented  event 
took  place  in  our  new  gym.  Waite  has  always  been  considered  strong  in  bas- 
ketball, and  was  so  considered  this  year.  But  the  first  half  ended  13-6  in 
favor  of  Lima,  and  the  second  half  was  only  a  few  minutes  old  when  Coach 
Bevans  and  Captain  Plock  withdrew  their  team  from  the  door,  and  refused 
to'  explain  their  action,  thus  forfeiting  the  game,  2-0.  Lima's  only  recourse 
was  to  cancel  their  return  game  with  Waite.  The  school,  however,  did  not 
support  the  team,  and  a  telegram  and  letter  of  apology  were  soon  received 
from  Mr.  Gayman,  principal  of  Waite.  Coach  Bevans  was  also  removed 
from  his  place. 

Our  fifth  game  was  with  Findlay,  and  although  played  011  Findlay's 
Moor,  we  romped  away  with  the  big  end  of  a  ^7-^,2  score.  Captain  Young 
starred,  making  as  many  points  as  the  entire  Findlay  team. 

Lima's  first  mix-up  with  a  college  aggregation  let  the  Kenyon  Fresh- 
men carry  away  the  honors,  22-11.  Thomas  and  Williams,  former  high 
school  stars,  played  with  Kenyon. 

Tiffin,  our  next  opponents,  made  us  work  hard  to  win  a  20-13  game. 
On  Washington's  Birthday,  we  played  a  return  game  with  Findlay,  winning 
again  39-20.  This  was  our  last  game  before  the  championship  contests  held 
by  Ohio  Wesleyan  University. 

Lima  entered  the  lists  at  Delaware  as  favorites,  because  of  the  splendid 
showing  they  had  made  there  last  year.     Abrams'   ineligibility  gave   Bolger 
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Ins  chance  and  he  filled  the  center  position  with  credit,  even  if  he  lacked  the 
proficiency  of  the  curley-headed  veteran.  Edwards  and  Chew  also  showed  up 
well  when  put  in  the  game. 

Our  scheduled  game  with  Van  Wert  at  home  was  cancelled  because  of 
the  tournament,  hut  by  a  coincidence  they  were  our  first  opponents.  We 
doubled  the  score  on  them  32-16.  The  same  day,  in  the  afternoon  we  elim- 
inated Geneva  23-12. 

The  very  next  morning  we  met  our  Waterloo  in  the  shape  of  East  Tech.. 
a  Cleveland  High  School.  The  Tech.  team  was  the  acknowledged  favorite 
after  their  first  day's  showing,  and  they  heat  Lima  rather  easily  25-8.  No 
one  was  surprised,  and  no  one  despairs  over  losing  to  such  a  wonderful  team. 

Owing  to  some  disarrangement  in  the  schedules,  Lima  High  had  still 
another    game    to    play,    and     staged     a     wonderful      comeback,     defeating 


Sandusky  26-22.  This  was  Lima's  most  exciting  game.  Captain  Young 
was  elected  to  a  place  on  the  All-Northern  Five.  Even-  one  was  well 
satisfied  with  Lima's  showing  and  standing,  which  was  the  same  as  last 
year's  winning  three  0U1  of  four. 

The  following  week  the  West  Central  Ohio  Tournament  was  held  at 
Bluffton.  Last  year  Lima  won  the  championship  and  two  cups,  one  a  per- 
manent iii  phy,  the  other  to  he  won  three  years  in  succession  before  ownership 
is  established.  Friday  evening  Quincy  fell  before  us,  31-19.  This  was  ex- 
pected.
